Death of a Pioneer o f Tuolum ne 
County—The Oroville Fair 
Continues to Draw.

EX-GOVERNOR WOODS. 
Oue ot the Early P ioneer, of Oregon 
Crosses the Dark River. 
P ortland (Or.). January 9th.—George L. 
Woods, who was Governor of Oregon from 
1866 to 1870, died in St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Portland, Tuesday night of kidney disease, 
of which he had been suffering for a long 
time. 
[Ex-Governor George Lemuel Woods was in 
alt respects a representative of that class of men 
who have made of the Far Weit the empire 
she is. A native of Boone county, Missouri, 
aud born on tbe 30th of July, 1832, he weut to 
(Jreeon, when still a Territory, in 1847, he being 
at the time only 25 years of age. He began life 
without means, relying wholly upon his native 
energy, and cultivating ills homslead with his 
o*u hands. He married in April, 1852, and 
leaves a widow—a most estimable lady—as his 
survivor. He commenced the study of the law 
in 1856, being forced to sell his homestead iu 
order to defray his expense*, but soon after his 
admission he rose to a distinguished position at 
(lie bar, aud in 1863 was appointed Judge of 
Wasco county. This was his first political office 
and the enteriug wedge to his future promi­ 
nence. The next year he was a Presidential 
Elector on the Union ticket. His ability os a 
stomp orator was established during that cam­ 
paign. Two years later he was appointed As 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court of Idaho 
by President Johnson, but before he tcok posses 
sion ol the office he received the nomination for 
Governor of Oregon by the Union State Conven­ 
tion. His eloquent addresses have made him 
familiar in the rust as v.eil as in the West, aud, 
being a tall, graceful and handsome man. his 
presence on the rostrum always attracted 
marked attention. But lew orators were capa­ 
ble of giving as quick and keen retort, ami al­ 
ways in the form of a rapier thrust—a telling 
cat, not a heavy blow. As an attorney he was 
remind eft as an unusually dangerous antagonist, 
although his legal attainments wtre not those 
of the temple, but his wit was ever wide awake, 
ever ready to take advantage of any slip upon 
the part of his adversary.] 


FROM THE ORIENT. 
Great Fire at Foocliow — The French 
Policy in Tonquin. 
San F rancisco, January 9th.—By the 
arrival of the City of Peking we have ad­ 
vices from HongkoDg to December 9th 
and from Yokohama to December 20th. 
CHINA. 
It is denied that there is any estrange­ 
ment between the Emperor and his con­ 
sort. He is said, however, not to be on the 
best terms with the Empress Dowager. 
A great fire occurred at Foochow on 
November 22d, destroying about 2,000 
houses. 
The Chinese are recruiting troops from 
the Yangizs ports for a campaign in For­ 
mosa. 
JAPAN. 
Tbe United States steamer Swatara ar­ 
rived at Nagasaki on the 7th instant, from 
Hongkong. She will probably proceed 
thence to Cbemlpo, Corea. 
Regarding the fate of treaty revision, t > o 
rnntors are in circulation—one that the 
text is to be modified and the diplomatic 
notes withdrawn, aud the other that the 
Government will declare indefinite post­ 
ponement. 
There have been two slight volcanic 
eruptions during the month, one a little 
north of Nikko, and another in Kiushiu, 
but no particular damage has been done in 
either case. 
The typhoid fever outbreak in the capi­ 
tal has scarcely died out before other ca*es 
are reported. The police, by the liberal 
use of disinfectants, have taken meaDS to 
prevent the spread of the disease again. 
There appears to be a growing feeling 
that licensed prostitution should be abol­ 
ished. M ettiDgs have been held and me­ 
morials drawn up on the subject. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
There are rumors of a fresh conspiracy 
against the life of the King of Corea. 
Not only in Acheen, but also at Batavia 
the beri-beri is thinning the ranks of the 
army. One regiment atone tbere has one- 
half its strength on the sick list. 
The French have apparently become 
tired cf making heroes of the rebel chiefs 
they capture and leading them in proces­ 
sion through Hanoi. They have now 
started the experiment of cutting oft their 
beads, with all the revolting surroundings 
of an Eastern execution. 
As uflording some indication of the rich­ 
ness of the tin mines in the Malay penin­ 
sula. it is worth noting that during the 
month of October 21,281 piculs of tin were 
exported from Perak, having an estimated 
value of $714,638. 
An agent of the British and Foreign 
Bible 8ociety named Castells has been or is 
now in prison at Manila. On seeming sus­ 
picion of being mixed up in come seditious 
movement, his lodgings were searched and 
himself taken to prison on the 17th of Oc­ 
tober. His examination by tbe Ministerial 
authorities showed the weakness of the 
charge against him, but brought ont the 
fact or assertion that he had been selling 
Protestant Bibles in Manila. One of the 
ofticials, in fact, told him that the real 
charge against him was that of spreading 
doctrines contrary to tbe official religion. 
By last accounts he was still in jail await­ 
ing trial.

A W IFE ’S SUICIDE.

Mrs. Julia W ellsford Commits Suicide at 
Her H om e. 
San F eancisco, January 9;h.—Mrs. Julia 
\Vellsford, the young wife of Joseph Wells- 
ford, the mailing clerk of the Examiner, 
hung herself during the absence of her 
husband last night. No motive for the act 
has as yet come to the surface. Mr. Wells- 
ford stafes he is absolutely unable to give 
any reason for his wife’s suicide. Last 
night he left his home at 810 Greenwich 
street at ihe usual time, kissing his wife as 
was his custom. Nothing extraordinary 
in her conduct was noted at the time. She 
asked him. however, il he could not come 
home a little earlier tbe next morning, but 
he answered that he did not think he could. 
This morning at 8 o’clock he returned, 
after having finished his work. Going to 
the room of his wife he opened the door, 
noting as he did so that it was necessary to 
push much harder than usual. Just as he 
pushed the door ajar he beard a thump, as 
of something heavy falling to the floor. 
Tbe door, which was by this time open 
several inches, hit against something, 
which prevented its going any further. 
Ilather impatiently Wellsford put his 
shonlder to the door and forced it enough 
to allow him to enter. 
Once inside he looked around to discover 
the obstruction, and was unmanned to see 
lying at his teet tbe corpse of his wife, 
whom he hed left only a few hours before 
full of health and good spirits. As soon as 
he could recover from the terrible blow he 
called for assistance. 
Mrs. Wellsford’s sister, who resides in 
the lower story of the same house, was the 
first one to respond, and soon a crowd of 
neighbors were present, some oSenng sym­ 
pathy, but more coming out of naked enri 
osity. The Coroner was notified and made 
an investigation. The body was not moved 
to the Morgue, however, it not being 
thought necessary. 
Mrs. Wellsford was very methodical in 
her preparations for death. A sheet was 
torn in half, and after CDe half had been 
twisted a slip knot was made in one end ot 
it. A hard knot was tied in the other end, 
which was (hen pieced OTer the top of the 
door and the door closed. Tbe poor woman 
then stood on fip-toe and placed k.r head 
in the fatal noose. 
She mnst have accomplished the deed 
soon after her husband lei:, to go to work, 
for the body was cold and rigid. The bed 
clothing was not disturbed—an evidence 
that she had cot occupied the hed during 
tbe night. 
Wellsford has been married three or four 
years. The couple has always apparently 
been very happy. The dead woman was 
very industrious and economical. Her 
honse was scrupulously clean and orderly, 
and every week she was accustomed to 


place in the savings bank the larger part of 
the excellent salary her husband earned. 


LARGEST IN THE WORLD. 
An Electric Plant That D rives the Ma­ 
chinery of a Quartz Mill. 
V ir g in ia, January 9th.—A test of the 
Brush electric motor plant, for operating 
the Nevada mill of sixty stamps and a full 
complement of pans, was made last Sunday 
and accepted. 
This evening Evan Williams, ihe Super­ 
intendent of the Nevada Mill and Mining 
Company, said the plant is the largest iu 
the world, and transmits on copper wires 
the power generated in the dynamo cham­ 
ber which is located on the 'Sutro tunnel 
level of the Chollar incline, 1,030 feet below 
tbe surface, to the motor located on the 
surface, a total distance of 2,300 feet. 
The dynamos are operated by Pelton 
wheels, driven by a volume of 187 inches 
of water flowing down the shaft through 
ten-inch iron pipes. 
Sixtv-three and one tbird per cent, of the 
power generated is landed on the surface. 
The motor plant has been in constant oper­ 
ation tor three months under tbe super­ 
vision of Horace S. Conner, an electrician 
for the Brush Company. 


Overdue Vessels. 
S ea ttle (Wash ), January 9th.—Thomas 
Sullivan, Assistant Surveyor, was drowned 
this evening whilg meandering a line for 
Ihe new city works at Small hake. Sulli­ 
van was standing on tbe ice, and it broke 
through. Two companions were standing 
ten yards awav, but were unable to offer 
any assistance. He was a single rnau, 25 
years of age. 
Five vessels are overdue at Puget Sound 
porls. They are the schooner Laura Madi­ 
son aud barks Blue Jacket, Germania and 
Samoeet, from San Francisco, and the bark 
Sumatra, from Mexican ports. 
Suit Over the W arner Ranch. 
S a n D ie g o , January 9th.—The case of 
H. T. Gage et at. vs. ex-Governor Downey 
et al. is now on trial in the Superior Court 
here. Suit is brought for the Warner 
ranch, iu this county, containing 22,000 
acres. On a former trial c f the case defend­ 
ants Dowuev and Ihe Merchants’ Exchange 
Bank of San Francisco won the suit, but 
on appeal the decision was reversed. 
George H. Smith and Henry T Gage repre­ 
sent the plaintiffs, while Judge Bicknell, 
Stephen M. White and Major Levi Chase 
appear for the defendants. 
An Im portant Question. 
P ortland, January 9th.—An important 
qnestion was raised this morning in the 
United States District Court by the counsel 
for Charles Lewis, under indictment for 
assaulting Peter O. Norberg, a passenger 
on the ship George W. Elder. The counsel 
tor tbe defense entered a demurrer to the 
indictment on the ground that the Court 
has no jurisdiction in cases occurring with­ 
in tbe jurisdiction of the United States 
Court for the District of Alaska, where the 
crime is alleged to have been committed. 
The Crowd Increases. 
O ro ville, January 9th.—The attendance 
at the fair was largely increased to-day, 
aud a large delegation came on the train 
to-night. The pavilion is thronged, and 
Senator Jones of Butte aud Judge Filcher 
of Placer are the speakers to-night. The 
weather moderated and the pavilion is 
comfortable. It is useless to try to describe 
the exhibit. It is simply grand. The fair 
continues till Saturday night. 
K nocked Out by H igh Rents. 
T acoma, January 9th.—Rtgney Bros., a 
flour, feed and hay firm of this city, as­ 
signed to-day, with assets of $7,200 and lia­ 
bilities of $15 917. Among the creditors is 
the Delmonte Mill Company of San Fran­ 
cisco, $2,565. High rants and close compe­ 
tition is assigned as the cause. 
A Pioneer Dead. 
M urphy, January 9th.—The bodv of 
Pearl Doritv, a pioneer of this and Tuol­ 
umne counties, was found last nuht in the 
hills about a mile fr im town. He had been 
missing since the 27ib of December. D irity 
was a native of Charleston, Maine, a id Was 
about 57 years„of sge.

A MISERABLE MISER. 
Snrrounded by ItnmenHe W ealth, He is 
Dying of W ant. 
Chicago, January 9th.—Charles C. Case, 
aged 70 years, aloné in the world and worth 
from $50,000 to $500,000, is said to be dying 
in want and poveity on his large farm near 
Glen wood. 
A. Gammon catne to the city from Glen- 
wood yesterday to report the case to the 
Humane Society. He said that since April 
last he had virtually been nursing and car­ 
ing for the wretched old man. According 
to Mr. Gammon's story the old man’s con­ 
dition is a pitiable one. Rich in this world’s 
goods he is wasting away, surrounded by 
misery aud squalor. Abundantly able to 
procure all the luxuries and comforts 
money can buy, he is permitting himself to 
die without medicine, without medical at­ 
tention and with no comforts to ease his 
pain or mitigate his misery. 
He has for many months been enduring 
tbe agonies of a painful and destroying dis­ 
ease, refusing to permit his only attendant, 
Mr. Gammon, to call in a physician or to 
permit anyone to come near his miserable 
hovel, lest tnat aid should cost something. 
‘‘He is certainly out of his mind," said 
Mr. Gammon. “I ought to have seen this 
befóte. Why, he has hundreds of tons of 
fine hay stacked around his shantv, which 
he has held for several years, refusing to 
sell it, saying that there would be a Rus­ 
sian war soon, when he would get $50 a 
ton for every bit of it. He has figured it 
out, and keeps the figures among some old 
papers, showing how much this hav will 
bring him. He count9 on from 1,200 to 
1,500 tons, and hugs the idea to his bosom 
that it will shortly wring from $50,000 to 
$75,000 from the Russian Government. He 
will not permit a pound of this hay to be 
sold, and it is going to ruin. He is dying 
for went of a few of the necessary comforts 
of life." 
Charles C. Case went from New England 
to California in 1S48, duriDg the gold fever. 
He was then 28 years old. He m ade some 
money and returned as far as Illinois and 
settled in Cook couuty. He bongbt 150 
acres of land and made other investments, 
and has always been prosperous. 


H E HAS TO PAY. 
A Dem ocratic Statesm an Loses a Suit

One cuiious thing was the appear­ 
ance of the Senator's ex-wife on the wit­ 
ness-stand. She testified that Whiteman 
bad instructed her mother to settle the 
matter for $2,500, for if she bronghl it into 
Court he could fix it with any jnry in Min­ 
nesota. This morning the jury brought in 
a verdict for $5 342 52 against Senator 
Whiteman. 
IRISH TENANTS. 
The Schedule Arranged by the Irish 
Land Com m ission. 
N ew Y ohk. January 9th.—A. cable spe­ 
cial to the Mail and Express from London 
says: The schedule arranged by the Irish 
Land Commission of changes in the judicial 
rents for 18S9 has been issued. So far as a 
mere showing of figures is concerned, the 
abatements accorded iast year have never 
been excelled. The average'was 5 per cent., 
while in 1885 rents were increased in some 
cases as much as 8 per cent. In 1884 all 
rents were considerably Increased.

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JUDGE KELLEY DEAD. 
’ Qul: tly Pusses 
The “Father of the H ouse’ 
Away. 
Washington, January 9tb.—Judge Will­ 
iam I). Kelley, of Pennsylvania, died at 6:20 
o’clock this evening. At his bedside were 
Mrs. Kelley, his daughter, Mrs. T. O. 
Horstman, his sons, William I>. Kelley, 
Jr., and A. B. Kelley. Dr. Stanton and his 
private secretary, Weirick. He was con­ 
scious at the last, as he had been at inter­ 
vals during the last two days. 
His remains will he buried in Laurel 
Hill Cemetery, Pennsylvania. 
The immediate cause of Judge Kelley’s 
death was intestinal catarrh, broueht on 
by a cold contracted during Christmas 
week. For some vears, however, he had 
been n constant sufferer front a cancerous 
growth inside of tbe face, which was re­ 
moved about six years ago by a surgical 
operation. The relief thus obtained, how­ 
ever, was only temporary. 
The funeral services here will take place 
in the hall of the House of Representatives 
Saturday noon. 
Mr. Kelley was in his seventy-sixth year, 
and had he lived to finish this term, would 
have served continuously for thirty years 
in Congress. He was loved by all, and to­ 
night his death excites expressions of sor­ 
row from both Republicans and Democrats. 
His death will be announced by both 
Houses to-morrow, and it is thought both 
will adjourn at once in respect to his mem­ 
ory. 
[William Darrah Kelley was born In Philadel­ 
phia, April 12 1814. 
His grandfather. John 
Kelley, was a revolutionary officer of Salem 
i onuty. New Jersey. William lest his father at 
an early age, and was apprenticed first to 
a printer ano subsequently to a jeweler in Bos­ 
ton, w here, while following his trade, he ac­ 
quired a reputation as s. writer and speaker. 
Ketuming to Philadelphia in 1811) he studied 
law, was admitted to the bar the next year, and 
while practising his piofc-ssion devoted much 
of his time to literary pursuits. He was Attor­ 
ney-General of the State in 1845-6. and a Judge 
of the Court of Common pleas of Philadelphia 
from 1846 to 1856. Until 184S he was a Demo­ 
crat and free trader, but in 1854 he joined the 
Republican party, became a protectionist, and 
an ardent abolitionist, and delivered in Phila­ 
delphia, in 1854, an address on “Slavery in the 
Territories" that became widely known. In 
1S60 he was a delegate to the National Republi­ 
can Convention, and was elected to Congress, 
where he served continuously since up to the 
time of his death, and was the senior member 
Of the House in continuous service. He was a 
member of numerous committees such as those 
on Naval Affairs. Agriculture, and Indian Af 
lairs; was Chairman cf that on Weights and 
Measures in the Fortieth Congress, and that of 
the Centennial celebration. 
He was often 
called the “ Father of the House," and was pop­ 
ularly known as "Pig-iron Kelley." In addi 
tion to many political speeches and literary 
essays, he published, "Address at the Colored 
Department of the Home ot Refuge" (Philadel­ 
phia, 1850); “Reasons for Abandoning tbe The­ 
ory of Free Trade and Adopting the Principle 
of Protection to American Industry" (1872); 
“Speechesand Addresses;" “letters on Indus­ 
trial and Financial Questions'’ (1872); “lettets 
from Kurope" (1880); aud “Ihe New South" 
U887).J

A PPA LLIN G ACCIDENT. 
Fourteen Men Lose Their Lives in the 
Ohio River, 
Louisville, January 9;h.—The most ap­ 
palling accident known here in many 
years occurred this evening abont 6 o'clock. 
Caisson No. 1, about 100 yards from the 
Kentucky shore, used in the construction 
of the new bridge between Louisville and 
Jeffersonville, suddenly gave way, and the 
workmen employed in it were either 
drowned or crushed to death by the stone 
and timbers. 
As the workmen at tbe pnmping station 
were looking for tbe men in the caisson to 
put off in their boats, leaving for the 
night, they suddenly saw Ihe low, dark 
structure disappear in the dashing white 
wave9. 
The life-saving station was immediately 
notified of the accident, and three skiffs 
were manned and pulled to the scene of 
the wreck. Word was also sent to the 
police station, and a squad was at once or­ 
dered to the ground to aid in the work of 
recovery. 
The site of the bridge is at the upper end 
of the city jnst below Tow Head island. 
Within an hour from the disappearance of 
the caisson three thousand people were on 
the shore and strained their eyes, trying to 
see something of the wreckage. Boats 
were plying about over the sheet of water 
where the caisson has stood, and their 
lights danced to and fro with them, but 
there was no trace of the massive structure 
of stone and timber. 
It was soon known that only fonr of the 
eighteen men who were at work at the 
time of the accident had escaped. 
The negroes who escaped say that John 
Knox, the gang boss, had them dig too 
deep before letting tbe caisson settle, and 
the digging was too close to the shore of 
the caisson. 
Jnst before the accident 
Kuox gave some order to the keeper of the 
upper door to the exit, lie opened this 
door and the compressed sir which kept 
out the river rushed out letting in a stream. 
The men spy they were working in an 
ugly quicksand at the time. Tne caisson 
was shout 49 by 20 feet, and built of tim­ 
bers 12 inches square. The killed are: 
William Haynes, 4ft years: John Knox. 28; 
—— McAdams. 26, of Hyde Park, Fa : 
Frank Maher. 23, a native of N w Jersey; 
Patrick Maylor, 27, Philadelphia. P a,; 
Thomas Ash (colored). 30, Henderson, Ky ; 
Mcnroe Bowliug (colored), 34, Henderson; 
Charles Chiles (colored). 30. Henderson; 
Thomas Johnson (colored), 30, Henderson; 
Joseph Gordon (eolored), 25. Henderson; 
Hamilton Morris, 20, Henderson; Thomas 
Smith, 27. Henderson; Frank Soaper 
(colored), 25, Henderson; Robert Tyler, 16, 
Henderson. 
The last man out of the caisson was 
Frank Haddix. He wa3 barely saved by 
Murray, who dragged him from where he 
was caught by the waist in the deep quick­ 
sand. 
Abe Taylor, one of the saved, says he 
stood nearest the iron ladder by which 
they get in and out. He heard the rum­ 
bling, and there was a rush of air almost at 
the same instant. He jnmped np on the 
rungs of the ladder, foliowtd by the other 
men. 
They had hardly got clear of the caisson 
when the water burst through the man­ 
hole, knocking them all iDto the river, 
where they were picked up by Haddix. 
He says he saw Morris, who was climb­ 
ing next bf-iow himself, swiftly drawn un­ 
der by the sand, and heard his cries for 
help, but could do nothing. 
The caisson is not wrecked, as first sup­ 
posed. but has settled down in Ibe bed of 
the stream, aud is completely filled with 
sand and water. 
The pnmping station is hard at work 
clearing the way to tbe bodies, but none 
have been reached to-night, aud there 
seems absolutely no hope for any of those 
caught with the caisson.

Alfonso XIII. is the 
posthumous son of Alfonso XII. He was 
born May 17.1886, and is lherefore three 
years, eight montbs and twenty-three days 
old. He was proclaimed King on the day 
of bis birth, with his- mother as Queen 
Regent. 
M adrid, January 9th (evening).—The 
King was able to take some broth this 
afternoon, but his condition is still danger­ 
ous. 
M adrid, January 9th.—At midnight the 
condition of Alfonzo is regarded as hope­ 
less. The bishops throughout tbe country 
are ordered to offer prayers for his re­ 
covery. 
M adrid, January 9:h —The latest bulle­ 
tin records a slight increase of fever in the 
King’s case. Many statesmen and diplo. 
mats are constantly calling at the palace. 
Queen Christina telegraphed to the Em­ 
peror of Austria that Alfonzo was much 
worse at 9 p m . The graves', fears are felt 
for the life of Alfonzo. The threatening 
feature is the much increased prostration. 
ENGLAND AND PORTUGAL. 
Serpa Pinto is More Tronido to Portugal 
Than is Her F in -.nee, 
London, January 9lh.—The Times says it 
has information showing a Portuguese 
order compelling nil letters at Quillimane 
to go through the Portuguese office was is­ 
sued one month after Johnson, ihe British 
Consul, reached Quiilin.ane, and claims 
the order was issued for the purpose of de­ 
laying Johnson’s mail.

The best 
papers are only a degree less bitter, being 
restrained by censorship.

January 9ih.—The Globe's Ot­ 
tawa special says : A copy of the proposed 
extradition treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain has just been re­ 
ceived by the Minister of Justice.

I.ÍE PECULIAR SITUATION IN SPAIN. 


T he indications m ultiply th at point tc- 
war i • iie drift of both Spain and Portugal 
to republicanism. 
T he threat of England 
has intensified republican sentim ent in the 
second named State, and th e slightest oc­ 
casion may fan the smoldering revolution 
into a flame. 
In Spain the K ing is but an infant, and 
his m other, th e Queen Regent, is an Aus­ 
trian, who, while not hated is not deeply 
loved. 
Tiie infant K ing lies dangerously 
ill, and hence a review of the Spanish sit­ 
uation beonies of special interest at this 
tim e. 
There is disaffection among the 
producing classes, owing to the refusal of 
th e Governm ent to adopt a protective pol­ 
icy in the interests of agriculture. 
This 
discontent is fostered by ambitious men 
not in official positions, who are solicitous 
to bring the A dm inistration into disfavor, 
in the hope th at their own fortunes will 
be advanced thereby. 
The officers of the 
arm y are sorely dissatisfied with the Gov­ 
ernm ent under the Regency because of a 
policy th at has so filled the official ranks 
of the army as to give an officer for every 
lialf-dozen soldiers, and promotion is, in 
consequence, ail bat out of the question. 
These officers are looked upon as a greater 
source of danger to the A dm inistration 
than 
the 
disappointed 
agriculturists. 
T he Prim e M inister, Sagasta, who twice 
resigned in 1888, has for a year or more 
been straining every nerve to preserve the 
power of the royal party by introducing 
reforms that appeal to the masses and will 
satisfy both Radicals or Democrats and 
Conservatives, such as pro[>osed enlarge­ 
m ent of the elective franchise, not yet ac­ 
com plished; the introduction of the jury 
system that withholds from juries two- 
thirds of triable crimes, and which law 
was put into operation in M arch or April, 
18S9; the remission of 18,000,000 pesetas of 
th e Crown-land taxes, the agriculturists 
demanding a reduction of 50,000,000 pe­ 
setas; the establishm ent of the civil m ar­ 
riage law, in the hope to satisfy both Cler­ 
icals and Radicals, which failed of its pur­ 
pose, for the new law requires consent of 
the clergy for m ixed marriages, while 
Catholics must be m arried in church to se­ 
cure civil recognition; the reduction of 
th e peace establishm ent of the army, which 
failed; the suspension of collection of du­ 
ties on m anufactured wines, against which 
taxes the distillers led a successful riot at 
Tarragona, and inaugurated protests in 
Saragossa, Barcelona and M adrid w ith re­ 
fusals to pay th e tax. 
Singular as it may seem, while the 
masses exclaim against the A dm inistra­ 
tion, the young K ing is popular with them, 
ami his appearance is everywhere received 
w ith manifestations of loyalty th at appear 
to be sincere and enthusiastic. 
There is 
now 
n open demand th at Castelar, the 
Republican statesman, shall be called to 
the chieftaincy of the Adm inistration, and 
as Sagasta is not solicitous to remain in 
power since the m ilitary are openly antag­ 
onistic to him, it is not improbable that 
Castciar may lie invited to form a Cabinet- 
I f he accepts, the situation will be still 
more complicated. 
For while he is an 
earnest Republican, be abhors war and is 
disposed to have Spain grow into a R e­ 
public rather than spring to th at state 
H e holds th at he was in error when he 
believed the latter achievem ent possible, 
and th at it could be built upon. 
H e now 
fears th at the people of Spain lack th at 
education in Republican principles essen­ 
tial to insure loyalty to them , and make a 
Republic stable. 
In th e Cortes in Feb­ 
ruary, 1888, Castelar, then leading the 
Conservative Republicans, made a speech 
announcing these views in effect, and giv­ 
ing in his allegiance to the existing Ad­ 
m inistration as better for Spain than a 
revolution. 
A t th at tim e he declared his 
intention so soon as Sagasta’s proposed re­ 
fur: 
rre well afoot, lo retire to the 
seelnJon of private life. 
Castelar is the ablest man in Spain, and 
perhaps the most far-seeing, but he is about 
to be placed between two fires. 
If he is 
called to form a Cabinet, his integrity is 
such, coupled with his late expression» 
above referred to, th at he will prove loyal 
to the throne, to whose cause he will by ac­ 
ceptance pledge himself, while at the same 
tim e he is fettered by decades of devotion 
and innumerable early addresses to the es­ 
tablishm ent of a republican form of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
I t would l»e easy sailing for 
him should the revolutionists proclaim a 
republic, absolve him 
from the semi­ 
pledges of his speech of 188S, and make 
him its President, as was done in 1873. 
F o r he would then he able to take a definite 
position, and not bt driven to the tem poriz­ 
ing poliev he now advocates a:id that does 
not honor his ability, while the worst that 
could probably happen to him, if the re­ 
public failed, would be banishm eu', of 


which he had a taste in 1867. 
Such is his I 
high patriotism and his probity of ch arac-1 
ter, th at no Government would dare inflict 
upon him severer punishm ent than e x p a -! 
triation. 
B ut while he is so much beloved 1 
by the people, he has certainly shown of 
late th at he lacks th at courage which is 
essential to lortify a leader who has once 
taken a step and resolved not to retreat 
from it. 
Not th at Castelar is cowardly, or 
has fear of death ; but he abhors war and 
bloodshed, and lielieves th at by statecraft 
rath er than arms Spain can be made a 
republic, and th at involvement of the state 
in a bloody revolution is not demanded 
by th e interests of the people.

THE ETHICS OF GOOD MANNEBS, 


O ur esteemed local contemporary objects 
to the R ecord-U n io n’s 
castigation of 
journals that spoke of the late Mr. Brier.y, 
as his body lay awaiting its entombment, 
with coarse fam iliarity and the flippancy 
of the street, in the words “Old Dad Dead.” 
W e are told th at in his lifetim e th at gen­ 
tleman loved to be fam iliarly addressed ; 
th at he delighted in the coarse and m ean­ 
ingless cognomen, still applied now that 
he is dead, by those who assume to have 
respected him in life. 
T hat may or may 
not have been ; certainly, in his frequent 
and cordial intercourse with gentlemen of 
this force Mr. Brierly never manifested 
such taste, or invited such fam iliarity. 
But it is a question of good manners and 
propriety. 
However fam iliar we may be 
with the living, when they are the dead the 
license expires. 
W e are cited instances in 
which, w ithout disrespect, Lincoln, H arri­ 
son the elder, General Taylor and Presi­ 
dent Jackson were spoken of by titles 
neither graceful nor dignified. 
The in­ 
stances recalled are fatal to the position of 
our contemporary, and very far from forti­ 
fying its code of propriety, topples it over. 
The api>elIations, of “Honest Abe,” “Old 
Tippecanoe,” “Old Rough and Ready,” 
and “Old H ickory,” were given in rough- 
hewn honor of distinguishing traits of 
character, heroism on the field, and integ­ 
rity in statesmanship. 
They were politi­ 
cal mottoes, so to speak, under which 
the partisans of these great Americans 
marched ; they were the rallying cries of 
the parties that championed their causes. 
W hen Lincoln fell before the assassin’s 
bullet, we think th at no man spoke of the 
dead President other than as A braham 
Lincoln, or “The G reat Liberator, or “The 
Second W ashington,” or “The P atriot,” or 
in such terms, and was saved from the 
wrath of the people, or escaped their scorn 
and loathing. 
Nor, when the “H ero of 
New Orleans” laid down and died, was he 
referred to by friend or foe otherwise than 
by bis due and respectful title, or his 
simple strong name. 
Nor when President 
Taylor was in his winding sheet did a flip­ 
pant press speak of him save as the “Late 
President,” or the “H ero of the M exican 
war.” 
Nor, when H arrison fell, was his 
funeral referred to under the flaming title 
of a political shibboleth. 
Even when the 
leader of “Tiie Lost Cause” yielded up his 
soul—a man wito, for more than a quarter 
of a century, had been the jibe and butt of 
ridicule and the object of pity, made m ani­ 
fest by address in a brief and undignified 
title—not even be was referred to, as he 
lay upon his bier, by even his bitterest 
enemy, otherw ise than as Jefierson Davis, 
or Mr. Davis. 
Fam iliarity m ay breed flippancy as well 
as contem pt; 
good hum or, a tolerant soul 
and love of hale companionship, may ex- 
tho ¡out nU(J 
roar»*» tit Jo in life, 
hut of the dead friend we speak in sorrow 
and with the hush of tearful em otion; 
such we award the honor and respect that 
is due by speaking of him by title órnam e 
as we would write upon his headstone; 
nay, there is accorded so much as his 
birth name to the dead foeman by the 
ethics of good manners. 


T h e Life Saving Service on the coast 
near San Francisco, is just now under criti­ 
cism by the press of the metropolis, for 
the slowness with which it gets to work, 
and this is due to the fact th at the Gov­ 
ernm ent has not provided a launching­ 
way for the life beat to get to sea, and has 
not furnished horses for dragging the boats 
to desired points on the beach. 
W hile 
the-e drawbacks are not creditable to our 
system of life saving service, it is more 
discreiitable th at the officers in charge 
have failed all these years to represent to 
the proper departm ent th at the station at 
San Francisco was inefficient because of 
inability to launch boats in a strong surf. 
They must have known all along th at the 
very times in which th eir crews would be 
most needed 
were those in which they 
could not put th eir boats beyond the 
breakers with sufficient speed to be of the 
greatest service. 
R apidity of action is as 
essential in a life saving crew as is the 
outfit of the crew. 


E x - P r e s i d e n t 
C l e v e l a n d has an­ 
nounced his partisanship for the cause of 
ballot reform. 
He to th at extent places 
himself on the platform of the County 
Democracy of New York, and in direct 
opposition to Tammany. 
W e are glad of 
this, for it will intensify the ballot reform 
campaign th at has already opened in the 
Em pire State, and will tend to insurance 
of the trium ph cf the reformers. 
It is 
quite evident from the action taken by 
the Democrats of M aryland, of K entucky, 
of Iowa, and of San Francisco in part, 
th at the Democracy, as represented by its 
best element, does not pro;»ose to be placed 
in the attitude of opponents to the con­ 
servation of the integrity and secrecy of the 
ballot. 


T h e success of the State Citrus F air at 
O roville is assured. 
It is conceded to be a 
thoroughly representative exhibit, fully 
disclosing the capacity of the central and 
north sections of the State to grow the 
orange, the olive and the fig for commerce.

W hen the first 
citrus fair at Sacramento was proposed it 
was thought that it was the best way to in­ 
form Eastern people visiting California 
that citrus fruit could be grown in Central 
California. 
W hether it was m uch of a 
success in that line or not is still an open 
question. The greatest surprise was to our 
own people. Others, to be sure, saw it and 
took in the wondrous fact; but as they 
read the accounts of the fair as published 
by people of leeling adverse to the section 
from whence the exhibits were drawn, 
m any people doubted whether citrus fruils 
could be grown as a profitable business 
north ot the Tehachapi range. 
But to our 
own people it was a convincing proof. We 
knew that the fruit put on exhibition from 
the various points had been produced as 
represented. To us it was no hum bug. 
Our people went hom e from that first 
citrus fair believing that we had a citrus- 
producing climate and soil. 
The people of Oroville imm ediately 
bonded a large body of land, and, nam ing 
it "TherniaUlo,’' commenced advertising 
their own county. 
But the Eastern people, 
a9 a rule, who visited their place became 
doubtful. 
If a man proposes to invest 
his money he has a right to be careful, and 
having had it blown into his ears that it 
was only an ornam ental business in this 
section, he was slow to invest. 
A few of 
the business men of Oroville, having faith 
in their section, and seeing that strangers 
wanted more proof, formed a company and 
planted forty acres of the navel variety. 
Those trees had been planted one season, 
when California bad its cold wave in 1887. 
They were wholly unprotected from the 
cold, and went through the wiDter without 
m aterial injury. If trees raised in the 
South could resist the severest cold that 
had ever come to the knowledge of the 
oldest citizen, there was no doubt on the 
score ot climate. Others were encouraged, 
and new companies and colonies were 
started, and from that beginning there have 
been planted in the vicinity of Oroville, 
since the first citrus fair at Sacramento, 
200.000 citrus trees, covering an area of 
2.000 acres, and over 100,000 will be planted 
this season. This looks like business. 
In the four years that have passed Sacra­ 
m ento has had one more citrus fair, Placer 
county has held two in San Francisco and 
one in Los Angeles, and Oroville has had 
two at borne. The fair now in progress 
here is the eighth citrus fair held bv Cen­ 
tral California. It ia needless to say that 
the present fair far surpasses any that 
have before been held. 
Yuba county 
has brought here for exhibition 41,000 
oranges and lemons ; Butte county has in 
oranges a representation of theState Capitol, 
twenty-four feet front and twenty-six feet 
high, showing the m ain 
entrance and 
the whole front, from base to dome, in 
perfect picture and harmony; the repre­ 
sentations of the County Court-house, the 
school house and one of the churches—em­ 
blematical of Government, Law, Order, 
Justice, Education and Christianity—be­ 
sides m inor representations ol Industry, 
Plenty and H arm ony. 
Sutter county has a fine representation of 
a car train of oranges and dried fruits. 
Placer county has an elegant display of 
budded and seedling oranges and dried 
fruits. 
Sacramento county—w ell.it b a sa 
display also, of one dozen seedling oranges, 
fine specimens, grown in the section near 
Folsom. 
I presume the general Sacramentan is 
willing to let the counties to the north and 
east of her raise the oranges for a while, 
in order that they may m ake no m istake 
when they begin. 
I have seen the first 
grove planted hete since the first citrus fair 
at Sacramento, and it looks like a scene in 
Southern California; and when we know 
that they can sell groves at three years of 
age for $1,200 per acre, we muat adm it that 
there is some profit to the man who plants 
an orange grove. 
The trees bore some fine 
fruit this year, and promise to m ake a good 
return next season. 
Olives, too, have received some attention 
here, and from the growth they haveniade, 
and the healthy look they have, one can 
easily believe that this is their native home. 
The fair, as an exhibition, is a grand suc­ 
cess. The artistic designs and adornm ental 
arrangements are full of beauty, and I pre­ 
dict for it a profitable patronage. The peo­ 
ple here, in coming forward with subscrip­ 
tions, have shown marvelous energy and 
enthusiasm , as well 
as generosity—all 
backed up by a strong faith in their ulti­ 
mate success in the enterprise. 
Witlial, 
they «re as hospitable as they are full .of 
good feeling, which to appreciate one must 
come and enjoy.

SELF-DEFENSE. 


T h e G overn or P a rd o n s a M an C on victed 
o f M a n sla u g h ter L ast Y ear. 
Governor W aterm an yesterday granted a 
pardon to Oscar Beaver, convicted in Feb­ 
ruary, 1889, of m anslaughter, at Fresno, 
and sentenced to im prisonm ent in the 
State Prison tor one year. In granting the 
pardon the Governor says : 
“From the statem ent presented and facts 
gleaned from the testimony, it appears that 
the homicide was the culm ination of a 
quarrel in which the v;c ini was the ag­ 
gressor and fired Hie first shot; that Ihe 
petitioner acted solely in defense of him ­ 
self and property. 
An exam ination of the 
case was had before a comm itting magis­ 
trate, and the defendant discharged. 
He 
was afterward indicted for m urder by the 
Grand Jnry and two trials were had, in 
the first of which the jury disagreed, and 
in the second a verdict of m anslaughter 
was finally agreed npon, and the Judge 
imposed upon him the lightest punishm ent 
possible under the law. 
“The case has been appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court, and Beaver is at liberty on 
bail pending the appeal. 
A large petition 
is presented signed by the Senators and 
Assemblymen acd all county officers of 
Tulare and Fresno counties, setting forth 
the fac's as above stated, and praying that 
Executive clemency be extended this man. 
It is represented that he is possessed of 
good character and reputation, and ought 
not to be punished for acting in his own 
defense.”

North Carolina, this fall 
made a trip to California, occupying nearly 
four weeks. In this tim e he ¡raveled over 
7,000 miles. Traveling continuously by 
rail this would consume fifteen days, leav­ 
ing him thirteen days forsight-seeiDg. 
He 
speaks of visiting Lo3 Angeles and San 
Francisco, Salt Lake City and Denver. 
And yet he is thoroughly competent to 
judge about the wonderful possibilities of 
this most wonderful State! 
Just listen to 
h i m : 
“ W'bat of California? W ell, the State of 
California on the Pacific slope is certainly 
a very fine country, naturally, but a very 
poor one for a farm ing m an to move to 
now. The price of farm ing lands is so in­ 
flated that no poor m an can afford to buy. 
and no rich one either, if he expects to 
make interest on bis money. The idea of 
paying from three to ten hundred dollars 
an acre for lands on which to grow wheat, 
grapes, pears, and the like, is preposterous. 
From what I could learn, I say nearly all 
the farming industries in California are be­ 
ing overdone. Everybody seems to under­ 
stand this, and in my opinion ten years 
from now the lands on which are grown 
the sweet grape, pears, oranges, etc, will 
not comm and the money they now bring.” 
W ithout saying anything about the State 
of California—a State four times as large as 
N orth Carolina, w ith a thousand miles of 
sea coast and extending north and south 
equal to the distance from Asheville to 
Boston, producing every known cereal and 
fruit somewhere within her borders and 
almost every known m ineral—let ns nar­ 
row our vision to the one county in which 
we live. 
We find here almost every climate, from 
the tropical to the Arctic. 
Portions of the 
county are below the sea level, while the 
highest peak is more than 12,000 feet above. 
A portion is irreclaimable desert, while 
other portions are as rich farm ing land as 
lies out door9. 
We produce all the cereals 
and every known fruit. 
We have found 
almost every known metal within our 
borders. 
W ere an impassable wall built 
around this one county, we would not only 
be enabled to live, but we could produce 
every luxury desired, both for table and 
personal use. 
As to his assertion that “ farm ing” land 
in California sells for $300 to $1,000 an 
acre, if he possesses a spoonful of brain! or 
ail atom of common sense, he knows the 
assertion is false and knew it when lie 
made it. 
Farm ing land in profusion can 
be purchased at from $15 to $50 an acre. 
Fruit land suitable for grapes and decidu­ 
ous lruits runs from $40 to $100 ail acre— 
sometimes reaching $150 to $200, but only 
in exceptionally good raisin 
localities. 
Orange land with plenty of water for irri­ 
gation can yet be bought for $200 to $300 
an acie, but prices will not rem ain long at 
these low figures. 
W hen one stops to figure up the profits 
to be realized in California for these differ­ 
ent characters of land, we m ake the asser­ 
tion, and defy successful contradiction, that 
California lands to-day are the cheapest in 
the whole world, taking everything into 
consideration. 
As for the good North Carolina citizen, 
whose rem arks we have quoted, if he will 
come to California and spend four years in 
traveling over the State, he will know 
much more than he does now, and will be 
very far from knowing all then. 


R A IL W A Y N E W S. 


H o w C an ad a F o sters th e D e v elo p m e n t o f 
H er R a ilw a y s. 
O tta w a , January 9ih.—The latest Gov­ 
ernm ent returns show that Canada's total 
railway mileage in operation 
is 12.163 
miles, representing a capital of $727,180,$00. 
Eight years ago the Dominion Government 
adopted a policy of voting a subsidy rang­ 
ing from $3,200 to $6,400 per m ile to every 
new railway enterprise. Since this policy 
was inaugurated no less than 101 com­ 
panies leceived grants in the shape of 
money or land. 
Fifty-eight of these 
companies 
have 
signed contracts for the construction of 
roads covering an aggregate distance of 
2,252 miles. The money subsidies amount 
to $9,261,107, and of this sum $5,783,455 
had been paid up to November last.

Z áE PECULIAR SITUATION IN SPAIN. 
The indications multiply that point to- 
war 5 ;;e drift of both Spain and Portugal 
to republicanism. The threat of England 
has inter,-.¡tied republican sentiment in the 
second named State, and the slightest oc­ 
casion may fan the smoldering revolution 
into a flume. 
In Spain the King is hut an infant, and 
his mother, the Queen Regent, is an Aus­ 
trian, who, while not hated is not deeply 
loved. Tne infant King lies dangerously 
ill, and hence a review of the Spanish sit­ 
uation beomes of special interest at this 
time. 
There is disaffection among the 
producing classes, owing to the refusal of 
the Government to adopt a protective pol­ 
icy in the interests of agriculture. This 
discontent is fostered by ambitious men 
not in official positions, who are solicitous 
to bring the Administration into disfavor, 
in the hope that their own fortunes will 
be advanced thereby. The officers of the 
army are sorely dissatisfied with the Gov­ 
ernment under the Regency because of a 
policy that has so filled the official ranks 
of the army as to give an officer for every 
half-dozen soldiers, and promotion is, in 
consequence, all but out of the question. 
The.-e officers are looked upon as a greater 
source ref danger to the Administration 
Hun the disappointed agriculturists. 
Tiie Prim e Minister, Sagasta, who twice 
resigned in 1888, has for a year or more 
been straining every nerve to preserve the 
power of the royal party by introducing 
reforms that appeal to the masses and will 
satisfy both Radicals or Democrats and 
Conservatives, such as proposed enlarge­ 
ment of the elective franchise, not yet ac­ 
complished ; the introduction of the jury 
system that withholds from juries two- 
thirdi of triable crimes, and which law 
was put into operation in March or April, 
1889; the remission of 18,000,000 pesetas of 
the Crown-land taxes, the agriculturists 
demanding a reduction of 50,000,000 pe­ 
setas; the establishment of the civil mar­ 
riage law, in the hope to satisfy both Cler­ 
icals and Radicals, which failed of its pur­ 
pose, for the new law requires consent of 
the clergy for mixed marriages, while 
Catholics must lie married in church to se­ 
cure civil recognition; the reduction of 
the peace establishment of the army, which 
failed ; tiie suspension of collection of du­ 
ties on manufactured wines, against which 
taxes the distillers led a successful riot at 
Tarragona, and inaugurated protests in 
Saragossa, Rarcelona and Madrid with re­ 
fusals to pay the tax. 
Singular as it may seem, while the 
masses exclaim against the Administra­ 
tion, the young King is popular with them, 
and his appearance is everywhere received 
with manifestations of loyalty that appear 
to he sincere and enthusiastic. There is 
now an open demand that Castelar, the 
Republican statesman, shall be called to 
the chieftaincy of the Administration, and 
as Sagasta is not solicitous to remain in 
power since the m ilitary are openly antag­ 
onistic to him, it is not improbable that 
C.i>tc!ar may be invited to form a Cabinet- 
If he accepts, the situation will be still 
more complicated. For while he is an 
earnest Republican, he abhors war and is 
disposed to have Spain grow into a Re­ 
public rather than spring to that state 
H e holds that he was in error when he 
believed the latter achievement possible, 
and that it could be built upon. H e now 
fears that the people of Spain lack that 
education in Republican principles essen­ 
tial to insure loyalty to them, and make a 
Republic stable. In the Cortes in Feb­ 
ruary, 1888, Castelar, then leading the 
Conservative Republicans, made a speech 
announcing these views in eflfect, and giv­ 
ing in his allegiance to the existing Ad­ 
ministration as better for Spain than a 
revolution. A t that time he declared his 
intention so soon as S.igasta’s proposed re- 
for: - 
ere well afoot, to retire to the 
sectarian of private life. 
Castelar is the ablest man in Spain, and 
perhaps the most far-seeing,hut he is about 
to be placed between two fires. If he is 
called to form a Cabinet, his integrity is 
such, coupled with hri late expression» 
above referred to, that he will prove loyal 
to the throne, to whose cause he will by ac­ 
ceptance pledge himself, while at the same 
time he is fettered by decades of devotion 
and innumerable early addresses to the es­ 
tablishment of a republican form of gov­ 
ernment. It would be easy sailing for 
him should the revolutionists proclaim a 
republic, absolve him from the semi­ 
pledges of his speech of 188S, and make 
him its President, as was done in 1878. 
For he would then be able to take adefinite 
position, aud not be driven to the temporiz­ 
ing policy he now advocates and that does 
not hopor his ability, while the worst that 
could probably happen to him, if the re­ 
public failed, would be banishment, cf 


which he had a taste in 1867. Such is his 
high patriotism and his probity of charac­ 
ter, that no Government would dare inflict 
upon him severer punishment than expa­ 
triation. But while he is so much beloved 
by the people, he has certainly shown of 
late that he lacks that courage which is 
essential to iortify a leader who has once 
taken a step and resolved not to retreat 
from it. Not that Castelar is cowardly, or 
has fear of death ; but he abhors war and 
bloodshed, and believes that by statecraft 
rather than arms Spain can be made a 
republic, and that involvement of the state 
in a bloody revolution is not demanded 
by the interests of the people.

OUR CITRUS FAIRS. 


Our esteemed local contemporary objects 
to the R e c o iid -U n io n ’s castigation of 
journals that spoke of the late Mr. Brier.y, 
as his body lay awaiting its entombment, 
with coarse familiarity and the flippancy 
of the street, in the words “Old D id Dead.” 
We are told that in his lifetime that gen­ 
tleman loved to be familiarly addressed ; 
that he delighted in the coarse and mean­ 
ingless cognomen, still applied now that 
he is dead, by those who assume to have 
respected him in life. That may or may 
not have been ; certainly, in his frequent 
and cordial intercourse with gentlemen of 
this force Mr. Brierly never manifested 
such taste, or invited such familiarity. 
But it is a question of good manners and 
propriety. However familiar we may be 
with the living, when they are the dead the 
license expires. We are cited Instances in 
which, without disrespect, Lincoln, H arri­ 
son the elder, General Taylor and Presi­ 
dent Jackson were spoken of by titles 
neither graceful nor dignified. The in­ 
stances recalled are fatal to the position of 
our contemporary, and very far from forti­ 
fying its code of propriety, topples it over. 
The appellations, of "Honest Abe,” “Old 
Tippecanoe,” “Old Rough and Ready,” 
and “Old Hickory,” were given in rough- 
hewn honor of distinguishing traits of 
character, heroism on the field, and integ­ 
rity iu statesmanship. They were politi­ 
cal mottoes, so to speak, under which 
the partisans of these great Americans 
marched ; they were the rallying cries of 
the parties tiiat championed their causes. 
W hen Lincoln fell before the assassin’s 
bullet, we think that no man spoke of the 
dead President other than as Abraham 
Lincoln, or “The Great Liberator, or “The 
Second Washington,” or “The Patriot,” or 
in such terms, and was saved from the 
wrath of the people, or escaped their scorn 
and loathing. Nor, when the “Hero of 
New Orleans” laid down and died, was he 
referred to by friend or foe otherwise than 
by his due and respectful title, or his 
simple strong name. Nor when President 
Taylor was in his winding sheet did a flip­ 
pant press speak of him save as the “Late 
President,” or the “Hero of the Mexican 
war.” Nor, when Harrison fell, was his 
funeral referred to under the flaming title 
of a political shibboleth. Even when the 
leader of “The I.ost Cause” yielded up his 
soul—a man who, for more than a quarter 
of a century, had been the jibe and butt of 
ridicule and the object of pity, made mani­ 
fest by address in a brief and undignified 
title—not even he was referred to, as he 
lay- upon his bier, by even his bitterest 
enemy, otherwise than as Jeflérson Davis, 
or Mr. Davis. 
Fam iliarity may breed flippancy as well 
as contem pt; good humor, a tolerant soul 
and love of hale companionship, may ex- 
ouoo tLo ¡«¡l ;!i,j ;i,p POÍITKA title in life, 
hut of the dead friend we speak iu sorrow 
and with the hush of tearful em otion; 
such we award the honor and respect that 
is due by speaking of him by title or name 
as we would write upon his headstone; 
nay, there is accorded so much as his 
birth name to the dead foeman by the 
ethics of good manners.

Eds Kkcobd U nion: W hen the first 
citrus fair at Sacramento was proposed it 
¡ was thought that it was the best way to in­ 
form Eastern people visiting California 
that citrus fruit could be grown iu Central 
California. W hether it was much of a 
success in that line or not is still an open 
question. The greatest surprise was to our 
own people. 0:hers, to be sure, saw it and 
took in the wondrous fact; but as they 
read the accounts of the fair as published 
by people of feeling adverse to the section 
from whence the exhibits were drawn, 
many people doubted whether citrus fruits 
could be grown as a profitable business 
north ot the Tehacbapi range. But to our 
own people it was a convincing proof. We 
knew that the fruit put on exhibition from 
the various points had been produced as 
represented. To us it was no humbug. 
Our people went home from that first 
citrus fair believing that we had a citrus- 
producing climate and soil. 
The people of Oroville immediately 
bonded a large b >dy of land, and, naming 
it "Thermalito,” commenced advertising 
their own county. But the Eastern people, 
as a rule, who visited their place became 
doubtful. If a man proposes to invest 
his money he has a right to be careful, and 
having had it blown into his ears that it 
was only an ornamental business in this 
section, he was slow to invest. A few of 
the business men of Oroville, having faith 
in their section, and seeing that strangers 
wanted more proof, formed a company aud 
planted forty acres of the navel variety. 
Those trees had been planted one season, 
when California had its cold wave in 1887. 
They were wholly unprotected from the 
cold, and went through the winter without 
material injury. If trees raised in the 
South could resist the severest cold that 
had ever come to the knowledge of the 
oldest citizen, there was no doubt ou the 
score ot climate. Others were encouraged, 
aud new companies aiid colonies were 
started, and from that beginning there have 
been planted in the vicinity of Oroville, 
since the first citrus fair at Sacramento, 
200.000 citrus trees, covering an area of 
2.000 acres, and over 100,000 will be planted 
this season. This looks like business. 
Iu the four years that have passed Sacra­ 
mento has had one more citrus fair, Placer 
county has held two in San Francisco and 
one in Los Angeles, aud Oroville has had 
two at borne. The fair now in progress 
here is the eighth citrus fair held by Cen­ 
tral California. It is needless to say that 
the present fair far surpasses aDy that 
have before been held. Yuba county 
has brought here for exhibition 41,000 
oranges and lemons ; Butte county has in 
oranges a representation of theStateCapitol, 
twenty-four feet front and twenty-six feet 
high, showing the main entrance and 
the whole front, from base to dome, in 
perfect picture and harmony; the repre­ 
sentations of the County Court-house, the 
school house and one ol the churches—em­ 
blematical of Government, Law, Order, 
Justice, Education an i Christianity—be­ 
sides minor representations ot Industry, 
Plenty and Harmony. 
Sutter county has a tine representation of 
a car train of oranges and dried fruits. 
Placer county has an elegant display of 
budded and seedling oranges and dried 
fruits. Sacramento county—w eli.it basa 
display also, of one dozen seedling oranges, 
fine specimens, grown in the section near 
Folsom. 
I presume the general Sacramentan is 
willing to let the counties to the north and 
east of her raise the oranges for a while, 
in order that they may make no mistake 
when they begin. I have seen the first 
grove planted heie since the first citrus fair 
at Sacramento, and it looks like a scene in 
Southern California; and when we know 
that they can sell groves at three years of 
age for $1,200 per acre, we must admit that 
there is some profit to the man who plants 
an orange grove. The trees bore some fine 
fruit this year, and promise tom ate a good 
return next season. 
Olives, too, have received 9ome attention 
here, and from thegrow lh they have made, 
and the healthy look they have, one can 
easily believe that this is their native home. 
The fair, as an exhibition, is a grand suc­ 
cess. The artistic designs and adornmental 
arrangements are full of beauty, and I pre­ 
dict for it a profitable patronage. The peo­ 
ple here, in coming forward with subscrip­ 
tions. have 9hown marvelous energy and 
enthusiasm, as well as generosity—all 
backed up by a stroDg faith in their ulti­ 
mate success in the enterprise. Withal, 
thoy are as bosptlaOle as tlrey are full of 
good feeling, which to appreciate one must 
come and enjoy.

SELF-DEFENSE. 


FROM EAST TO WEST. 
ELECTRIC FLASHES.

T iie Life Saving Service on the coast 
near San Francisco, is just now under criti­ 
cism by the press of the metropolis, for 
the slowness with which it gets to work, 
and this is due to the fact that the Gov­ 
ernment has not provided a launching­ 
way for the life boat to get to sea, and has 
not furnished horses for dragging the boats 
to desired points on the beach. W hile 
the-e drawbacks are not creditable to our 
system of life saving service, it is more 
discreditable that the officers in charge 
have failed all these years to represent to 
the proper department that the station at 
San Francisco was inefficient because of 
inability to launch boats in a strong surf. 
They must have known all along that the 
very times in which their crews would he 
most needed were those in which they 
could not put their boats beyond the 
breakers with sufficient speed to be of the 
greatest service. Rapidity of action is as 
essential in a life saving crew as is the 
outfit of the crew. 


E x -P re s id e n t C le v e la n d has an­ 
nounced Ins partisanship for the cause of 
ballot reform. He to that extent places 
himself on the platform of the County 
Democracy of New York, and in direct 
opposition to Tammany. W e are glad of 
this, for it will intensify the ballot reform 
campaign that has already opened in the 
Empire State, and will tend to insurance 
of the triumph cf the reformers. It is 
quite evident from the action taken by 
the Democrats of Maryland, of Kentucky, 
of Iowa, and of San Francisco in part, 
that the Democracy, as represented by its 
best element, does not propose to be placed 
in the attitude of opponents to the con­ 
servation of the integrity and secrecy of tiie 
ballot. 


T iie success of the State Citrus Fair at 
Oroville is assured. It is conceded to be a 
thoroughly representative exhibit, fully 
disclosing the capacity of the central and 
nortli sections of the State to grow the 
orange, the olive and the fig for commerce. 
The attendance at the fair is reported to 
be good, but the people from a distance 
should visit it in much larger numbers, 
and unquestionably will. Low rates of 
transportation are guaranteed, and good 
accomodations assured at Oroville for any 
iiumlier that msy attend. 


I t turns out that the splendid library in 
the Lacken Palace was not destroyed by 
the recent fire, as had been feared. If 
socialism is bent upon using the torch in 
Europe, let it at least spare the ait galler­ 
ies and the libraries. It has nothing to 
gain by depriving the world of such treas- 
nres, for no m atter who possesses them, 
they belong to all the people. 


The Governor Pardons a Man Convicted 
of M anslaughter Last Year, 
Governor Waterman yesterday granted a 
pardon to Oscar Beaver, convicted in Feb­ 
ruary, 1889, of manslaughter, at Fresno, 
and sentenced to imprisonment in the 
State Prison lor one year. In granting the 
pardon the Governor says ; 
‘ From the statement presented and facts 
gleaned from the testimony, it appears that 
the homicide was the culmination of a 
quarrel in which the v;c im was the ag­ 
gressor and fired the first shot; that the 
petitioner acted solely in defense of him ­ 
self and property. An examination of the 
case was had before a committing magis­ 
trate, and the defendant discharged. He 
w»9 afterward indicted for morder by the 
Grand Jury and two trials were had, in 
the first of which the jury disagreed, and 
in the second a verdict of manslaughter 
was finally agreed upon, and the Judge 
imposed upon him (he lightest punishment 
possible under tbe law. 
‘‘The case has been appealed to tbe Su­ 
preme Court, and Beaver is at liberty on 
bail pending the appeal. A large petition 
is presented signed by the Senators and 
Assemblymen and all county officers of 
Tulare and Fresno counties, setting forth 
the fac’s as above stated, and praying that 
Executive clemency be extended this man. 
It is represented that he is possessed of 
good character and reputation, and ought 
not to be punished for acting in his own 
defense." 
Booth Adhered to Precedent. 
Thus spoke the old “Referee” this morn­ 
ing while taking a late breakfast with a 
number of Bohemian friends at a moderate 
priced chop-house.

Craig M akes Som e Rem arks on 
California. 
[From the Redlands Citrograph.] 
A gentleman by the name oí W. K. W hit­ 
son, of Asheville, North Carolina, this fall 
made a trip to California, occupying nearly 
four weeks. In this time he traveled over 
7,000 miles. Traveling continuously by 
rail this would consume fifteen days, leav­ 
ing him thirteen days for sight-seeing. He 
speaks of visiting Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. Salt Lake City ami Denver. 
And yet he is thoroughly competent to 
judge about the wonderful possibilities of 
this most wonderful State! Just listen to 
h im : 
“Wbat of California? Well, the State of 
California on the Pacific slope is certainly 
a very fine country, naturally, but a very 
poor one for a farming man to move to 
now. The price of farming lands is so in­ 
flated that no poor man can afford to buy. 
and no rich one either, if he expects to 
make interest on his money. Tbe idea of 
paying from three to ten hundred dollars 
an aere for lands on which to grow wheat, 
grapes, pears, and the like, is preposterous. 
From what I could learn, I say nearly all 
the farming industries in California are be­ 
ing overdone. Everybody seems to under­ 
stand this, and in my opinion ten years 
from now the lands on which are grown 
the sweet grape, pears, oranges, etc, will 
not command tbe money they now bring.” 
W ithout saying anything about the State 
of California—a State four times as large as 
North Carolina, with a thousand miles of 
sea coast and extending north and south 
equal to the distance from Asheville to 
Boston, producicg every known cereal and 
fruit somewhere within her borders, and 
almost every known mineral—let us nar­ 
row our vision to the one county in which 
we live. 
We find here almost every climate, from 
the tropical to the Arctic. Portions of tbe 
county are below the sea level, while the 
highest peak is more than 12,000 feet above. 
A portion is irreclaimable desert, while 
other portions are as rich farming land as 
lies out doors. We produce all the cereals 
and every known fruit. We have found 
almost every known metal within our 
borders. Were an impassable wall built 
around this one county, we would not only 
be enabled to live, but we could produce 
every luxury desired, bolh for table and 
personal use. 
As to h¡9 assertion that “farming” land 
in California sells for $300 to $1,000 an 
acre, if he possesses a spoonful of brains or 
an atom of common sense, he knows the 
assertion is false and knew it when he 
made it. Farming laml in profusion can 
be purchased at from $15 to $50 an acre. 
Fruit land suitable for grapes and decidu­ 
ous Iruits runs from $40 to $100 an acre— 
sometimes reaching $150 to $200, but only 
in exceptionally good raisin localities. 
Orange land with plenty of water for irri­ 
gation can yet be bought for $200 to $300 
an acre, but prices will not remain long at 
these low figures. 
When one stops to figure up the profits 
to be realized in California for these differ­ 
ent characters of land, we make the asser­ 
tion, aud defy successful contradiction, that 
California lands to-day are the cheapest in 
the whole world, taking everything into 
consideration. 
As for the good North Carolina citizen, 
whose remarks we have quoted, if he will 
come to California and spend four years in 
traveling over the State, he will know 
much more than he does now, ami will be 
very far from knowing all then. 
RAILW AY NEW S. 
H ow Canada Fosters the Developm ent of 
H er Railways. 
O tta w a , January 9ih.—The latest Gov­ 
ernm ent returns show that Canada's total 
railway mileage in operation is 12.163 
miies, representing a capital of $727,180,600. 
Eight years ago the Dominion Government 
adopted a policy of voting a subsidy rang­ 
ing from $3,200 to $0,400 per mile to every 
new railway enterprise. Since this policy 
was inaugurated no less than 101 com­ 
panies leceived grants in the shape of 
money or land. 
Fifty-eight of these companies have 
signed contracts for the construction of 
roads covering an aggregate distance of 
2,252 miles. The money subsidies amount 
to $9,201,107, and of this sum $5,783,455 
had been paid up to November last.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS.

Yesterday was financial day w ith the 
Board of Supervisors, and m ost of the day 
was spent in exam ining dem ands against 
th e county, but considerable other business 
o f a general character wa3 transacted. In 
th e absence of President Koss, who was 
som ew hat indisposed, Supervisor 
Bates 
presided. 
A m ong the demands exam ined were a 
n um ber sgainst certain 
road 
districts. 
Som e of these districts were found to be 
short of funds, owing to the same having 
been borrowed from tim e to tim e to meet 
dem ands against districts where 
more 
■work wa3 required to be done and in which 
funds had been exhausted. 
These loans enable the Overseers of 
som e districts to do necessary work at cer­ 
tain periods of the year that is not de­ 
m anded in others, and have generally been 
settled when the taxes are apportioned 
am ong all the districts. 
The present stringency is the result of a 
little delay in the segregation of the taxes 
ju st paid in, and their proper apportion­ 
m ent. This will be accomplished in a few 
days. It was developed yesterday, how ­ 
ever, th at some of these loans dated back 
m ore than one year, aDd Supervisor Teb- 
bets thought the Board could not go be­ 
yond th at tim e in repaying these ioans—in 
other words, that they could only be 
effected during the year for which the ap­ 
portionm ent was made. 
A uci or Johnson stated to the Board 
th at he regarded such loaus, or transfers, 
as not strictly legal. H e thought that the 
m oney of one district should not be used in 
another. But, in order to straighten out 
the present confusion, he had prepared a 
resolution in accordance with the existing 
condition of allairs, for presentation to the 
Board.

T he City Trustees m et yesterday for the 
purpose of investigating the m atter of the 
Schaden contract to supply the City Prison 
w ith groceries, which had not been adhered 
to with that strict compliance that the pub­ 
lic welfare demands.

Farrell, City Attorney Chnrch and A uditor 
McKee. 
Statem ents were made by each of these 
gentlem en, and more or less comm ent 
m ade thereon by the members of the 
Board. 
Schaden said he had sent goods 
to the jail, which were returned and a 
better quality ordered, and he sent better 
articles and charged what they were worth. 
Chief Lee disclaimed auy responsibility 
for the prices, which he said he knew noth­ 
ing of. 
H e merely saw that goods were re­ 
ceived and certified to that effect. 
Jailer Farrell's statem ent was about to 
th e sam e effect. 
H e did not consider it any 
part of his business to exam ine the prices 
—that was the duty of tbe Trustees. 
The City Attorney did not think that 
M r. Farrell was responsible for the over­ 
charges. 
In reply to a question by Trustee Me- 
Langhlin, Mr. Church said it was a close 
question as io w hether or not Schaden 
could be mr.de to repay any money re­ 
ceived over and above the figures in his 
bid. 
W here there are officials to see that 
only the correct sum s are paid, he doubted 
th e power of tbe city to come in aud re­ 
cover. 
Auditor McKee said be did not consider 
it any part of his d u 'y to question bilis 
th at the Chief of Police had indorsed and 
w hich the Board has allowed.
